N Nealmof Scotland , but hitherto all in vain, we habe now chought 
7 T > || it not onely fit, but neteſlary in generall to inſoꝛm all Our loving 
WO Subjects.in this Our Realm of England, what the truth is ot 
Pur pꝛocee dings, what Our lenitie and gentleneſſe hath beento- 
— —bwuards them, and what froward and perverſe returns they have 
made to Us, notwithſtanding all their ſpecious pꝛetentes, the better to-infinuate them⸗ 
ſelves and their Ddious cauſe into the minds of Our loyall Subjects here, Theſe diſozders 
and tumults have been thus raiſed in Scotland, and fomented by factiousſptrits, and thoſe 
Traiterouſly affzcted, begun upon pꝛetentes of Religion, the common cloak foꝛ all diſobedi⸗ 
ente; but now it clearly appears, the aim oftheſe Men is not Religion-(as they falſly pꝛe⸗ 
tend and publiſh) but it is toſhake off all Monarchitall government, and to vilifie Our Re- 
gall power jullly deſcended upon Us over them: Nay their malice reaches ſo farre, both 
againſt Dur Power and Perſon, as that in a moſt cunning and ſubtul way they have en- 
deavoured to poiſon the hearts of Dur good and loyall Subjects of this Our Kingdom, 
and to ſeduce them (were it in their power) tothe like Kebellious tourſes with themſelves: 
Now though woe are molt confident. of Our peoples affections towards Us (of which 
they have given Us clear teſtimony bn their ready and theerkull Alliſtante in this cauſe) 
and have not the leaſt thought that thoſe turbulent ſpirits ſhall any way pzevail with them. 
pet oe cannot but hold it requilite to give them timely notice of their Tratterous intenti- 
ons, which very many wayes appears untoUs. 

As firſt, By the multitude of their pzinted Pamphlets, oz rather indeed infamous Lt 
bels, ſiuffed full of calummies againſt Our Regall Authozity, and Our moſt jult peo⸗ 
teedings, andſpzeadingof them in divers parts of this Our Kingdom, 

Serondly, By their _— of 3 perſons, to intite them againſt Ns, and 
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dn Authonty, and Our moſt juſt pꝛo⸗ 
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andſome of thole Letters aewd enough) weyave ſeen. 
Thirdly, By their publike contemning of all Our juft Commands, and their mutinous 
pꝛoteſting againſtthem, a courſe not fit to be enduredin any well ozdered Kingdom. 

Fourthly , By their rejecting of the Covenant commanded by Our authozity , becauſt 
it was commanded by Us, whereas no Covenant szBandof that nature in that Kingdom 
hath ever been oꝛ can be legall and warrantable, which hath not been commanded, oz atleaſt 
aſſented unto by Royall authozity : As foz inſtance, That Covenant in Our dear Fathers 
time was condeſcended unto by Him, and ſo the Subject (at the humble Petition of the ge- 
nerall Aſembly it ſelf) permitted by Nim to ligne it. doe lay it again, That Our Cove- 
nant was rejetted by them, becauſe commanded by Us ; And this is manifeſt, becauſe fo: 
matters of Religion Ours agreed in all things with their own Covenant: By which Co- 
venantof theirs, they have Treacherouſly inducedmany of Our people to ſwear to a Band 
againſt Us; which Band and Covenant (ozrather Conſpiracy) of theirs, could not be with 
God, being againſt Us the Los anointed over them: But it was and is a Band and 
Covenant pzetended to be with God, that they may with the better countenance do the 
works of the de vill; ſuch as all Treaſons and Rebellions are, 

And laſtiy, By their moſt hoſtue. pzeparations in all kindes, as if me were not their 
King, but their \woz;n Enemy: Foz what tan thetr intentions be, being thus pꝛepared, but 
to invade this Kingdom, ſhould they not finde Us ready, both to reſiſt their fozce and to 
curbe their inſolencies : Foz many, and ſome of the chieleſt anong them, are men, not 
onely of unquiet ſpirits, but of bzoken koꝛtunes, and would be very glad of any occaſion 
(elpettally under the colour of Religion) tomake them whole upon the Lands and Goods 
of Our Subjects in England, who we p:eſume (belides their allegiance to Us) wiUllook 
better to themſelves Etheireltates, then to ſhare them with ſuch deſperate Hypocrites, who 
feek to be better, and cannot well be woꝛſe. we demand again, what intentions elſe they 
can have; foꝛ we have already often aſſured them by Our publiſhed Pzoclamations, that 
we are ſo far from thinking of any Ynnovation oz Alteration of Religion, that we are re- 
ſolved to maintain the ſame Conſtantly, and as it is eſtabliſhed by Law inthat Our King- 
dom; Nay, ſo deſirous have we been to gibecontentunto them, as that we have in a man⸗ 
ner condeſcended to all which they Petitioned foz; Nay, Our Pꝛinteiy Clemency in thele 
pꝛoduted no better effect, then tncreaſing and daring Ynſolencies, to Pur diſhonour both at 
home and abzoad : Bet we paſſed by all till they ſtruck at the very Noot ot Ringiy governs 
ment; foz they have now allumedto themſelves Regall power; foz whereas the Paint is 
the Rings in all Kingdoms, theſe ſeditious men have taken upon them to unt what they 
pleaſe, though wekozbid it, and to pzohibit what they dilitke, though we command it and 
with the greater affront have fozbtd and dilmiſt the Pzinter whom voe eſtabliſhed : Belides, 
they have taken upon them to ConveneOur Subjects, raiſe Armies, block up and beſiege 
Our Caſties, to lay Ympoſitions and Tares upon Our people, theatuing ſuch as continue 
(nloyaltytoUs, with foꝛte and viglence. To this e ſhall adde that they have fleighted 
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that Aingdom, and yet pzetend violation of their Laws, asoneof (he maincanſes ef their 
bꝛain · lick diſtempers. 

Here therekoze we take God and the wozldto witneſle, woe hold Our ſelf foꝛted and con- 
ftrainedto Arm, not onely to retlaim them, and to ſet our kingly auſhozity right again in that 
Our ancient and native Kingdom, but alſo foz the ſafety of this Kingdom , Our loyal 
Subjects in it, with their wives, chadzen, and goods, as well as Our own, againſt the 
rage and fury of theſe mon and their Covenant. Aud this we think lit to let you further 
know, that woe hope in time to make the bell of them ſee that we will endureno ſuch Co- 
venant and Band in Our Kingdom, to which we ſhall not conſent: So the queſtion is not 
now, whether a Derveice Book to be received oz not; noz whether Epilcopall govern- 
ment ſhall be continued, oz Pꝛeſbyteriall admitted, but whether we are their King oz not: 
Foz though in kome of their Libels they give Usgdod wozds, and ſpeak Us fair foz their 
ownends, elpettally in their laſt, Pzinted at Edenburgh, Febzuary quarco 1 639. pet ſome of 
them refule both the Oath of Allegiance and Dupzemacy , and pubimely maintain that 
they are not obliged to take the ſame. Row how tan we think theſe men are ducifull and 
lopall in their hearts, that bzoach ſuch dangerous Opinions, oz Religionfly minded chat 
teach ſuch Revellious Doctrine , agen all which eee damm e 


wards che Kingand the CivilMagiſtrate : Nay, they have jy 
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legiance,ſaying, They cannot take thoſe Oathes, becauſe they haveſwozn to the Covenant. 
But though we have been thus müde towards them, andtontinued lo long, vet we would 
not have any of them, oꝛ any of Our other Subjects think, that we can oz will permit 
Epiſcopall Government, eltabliſhed by many Acts of Parliament in that Our Kingdom, 
ts be aboliſhed , ſeeing it is known to the whole Chziltian wozld, that the ſame is mot 
Chziſtian in itſelf, and moſt Peaceable foz the Civill State, and moſt conſonant toPonarchs- 
call Government. 

And we would habe Our Subjects of that Kingdome conſider, what will becomeof 
the thirdEſtate there in Parliament, if Epiſtopacie ſhould be abzogated. 

And further, use think fit to Declare unto you, and to the Chaiſtian ond, That by 
Our Intention of introducing the Dervice-Book into that Kingdome, we had not the 
leaſt thought of Punovation of Religion in this oz that, butmeerlyto have a Confozmity 
with that w9ozſhip of God which is obſerved within both Our other Kingdomes, though 
al minded men have wꝛeſted ſomethings in it to a liniſter ſence. 

ve further give pou to underſtand, that there is a large Declarafion coming fozth , con- 
taining all the particular paſſages which habe occurred in this bulineſſe from tha very be⸗ 
ginning , atteſted with their own foul Acts, to diſanull and ſhame their fair, but falſe woꝛds. 
But becauſe this cannot ſo ſoon be made ready, we hold it moſt expedient to let this ſhozt 
Declaration fozerun it, that Our loyal Subjects here andelſewhere, may not be infected 
with their falſe, wicked, ſpetious, but molt Seditious Ynfozmations. Foz example ſake

by us, thenddioufly and notoziouſly faiſe. Again they ſay, That ſome of power in the 
Hierarchie of England have been the cauſe of Our taking Arms to Ynvade Our native 
Kingdome , and of medling with their Religion ; whereas it is molt certain , that no 
one of them have done any thing therein, but by Our own Pzincely direction and com- 
mand. And lan Arms, it is notozioully known to all Our Councell then pzeſent, That 
their Counſels were fo; Peace, and have been the perſwaders ( aſmuch as in them lay) 
of the wnveFxbed WPoorazon Whereway we have hitherto proceededſatvards lo great 
Offenders. 
And farther they ſay, That they intend no Act of Hoſility againſt England, unleſſe 
they ſhall be neceſſitated in their own defence. uſe would fain know, defence of what: Ys 
it of diſobedience : Defence againſt whom : Is it not againſt Us their True and Law⸗ 
full Soveraign e It they will defend againſt Us, it ought to be by Law, and not by 
Arms: That Defence-u9e ſhall never deny them: This by Arms We ſchall never permit 
them. Now Our Laws which they ſeem ſo much to value, are in a manner oppzeſt by 
them, in lo much that O "Yudgesare ſo awed, asthat they dare hardly pzoceed accozding 
to Law. 
with thele; aud the like mutfinous Livels , wr defire Our good Subjects ſhould not 
be infected, but that all ot them might know che pzeſent neceſſity woe have to Arm Our 
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— and abuſed Pur Subjects there, and would (if not pzevented) do the like hete; 

but is no way to infoꝛte any Inno vation of Religion eſtabliſhed in that Kingdom, oz 

any wayes toinfringe the Laws thereof, oꝛ any of their Liberties whatſoever . which 

are attoꝛding to Law. 

Theſeare there loꝛe to will and Command ali Our loving Subietts ot this Our King- 

dom, That they receive nomoze of their ſeditious Pamphlets ſent from Scotland, oz any 

other place, concerning thole affairs, which tan have no other ule oz influence then todzaw 

the hearts of OurloyallPeople tothe like Rebellious courſes, And that ſuch ol Our Hud⸗ 

jetts here, as have already received any of theſe Nebellious Pamphlets, do pzeſently de⸗ 

uver them to the next Juſtice of Peace, that he may ſend them to one of Our Secretaries, 

n of Peace wal andwerkt t heir uttermall perl.
